WILL JOIN SEELEY. 


Samuel Aymar, the Shoe and Leather 

Bank Defaulter, is Held. 
Assoctated Press Leased-wire Service 

NBW YORK, April 21.—Samuel'E. Ay- 
mar, the defaulting clerk of the Shoe and 
Leather National Bank, was arraigned in 
the Tombs Police Court before Justice 
Voorhis this morning, and remanded to 
police headquarters until*\Monday after- 
noon, when he will again be arraigned in 
court. Aymar was accompanied to court 
by Lawyer Frank Angell, who was also 
counsel for Samuel C. Seeley, a brother-in- 
law of Aymar, who also robbed the same 
bank of a large sum of money. Aymar 
was visibly excited when he was arraigned. 

‘None of the bank officials were in court, 
but Secretary Thompson c@ the company 
which was on the prisoner’s bond while he 
was a clerk in the bank, was present, but 
took no part in the proceedings. . Angell 
said the bank officials had broken faith 
with him. He-said that on last Monday 
Aymar came to him and told him that he 
had robbed the bank of $20,000. Aymar, 
said the lawyer, was going to United States 
Commissioner Shields to give himself 


up. 

“I advised him not to do so, but that I 
would go to the bank officials and tell 
them about it. I saw President John 
Crane and told him what Aymar told me. 
I also saw the vice-president. They as- 
sured me they would not cause the arrest 
of Aymar, aud would look into the matter 
and advise me. Instead of doing this 
President Crams immediately secured a 
warrant and had Aymar arrested without 
informing me. I: suppose they thought 
Aymar would rus away, and that the bond 
would have to be forfeited.”’ 

When asked if he thought there had been 
any collusion between Aymar and his 
brother-in-Jaw, Seeley, Angel] said: “I am 
positive Seeley did \mot know one thing 
about the thefts of Aymar, and when he 
hears about it he will be as surprised as 
anybody.”

‘RAILROAD RATES. 


Omaha Interested in Cases Before the 

Interstate Commerce Commission. 
Associated Press | eased-wire Servic. 

OMAHA (Neb.,) April 21.—In the bridge 
arbitrary and Iowa rate cases to come be- 
fore the Interstate Commmerce Commis- 
sion,’ the roads complained against have 
served notice ori Commissioner: Utt that 
they ‘have filed a petition for intervention. 
After reviewing the charges made by the 
Commercial Club as to discrimination in 
freight rates, the notice states that they 
deny many of the charges. 

In the case of Texas through rates which 
Omaha and South Omaha are particularly 
interested, they deny that Omaha and 
South Omaba shippers are subject to any 
undue and unreasonable prejudice or dis- 
advantage or any preference to old dis- 


tributing points. The case will be heard 
on April 29. | 
A HBARING AT DPNVER. 

DENVER, April 21.—W. G. Veazey of 
Vermont, W. R. Morrison of Illinois, W. 
A. Bissel of Chicago and H. B. Holliday of 
Washington, members of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, arrived in the city 
today and, with J. D. Yeomans, who had 
preceded them, will begin an important 
session at the Federal courtrooms tomor- 
row. Simultaneously came a host of rail- 
road men from all parts of the region west 
of the great lakes, among them being 
General Traffic Agent Stubbs of the South- 
ern Pacific Company, General Traffic Man- 
ager Monroe and Solicitor Kelly of the 
Union Pacific and General Freight Agent 
George H. Crotby of the Burlington. The 
principal cases to be heard are those filed 
by the Colorado Fuel and Iron Company, 
manufacturers of iron rails, etc., and 
George J. Kindel, a Denver mattress- 
maker, in which fhe railroads are charged 
with discriminating against Colorado man- 
ufacturers. 

It is alleged in the complaints that the 
fame rate is charged on freight shipped 
from New York to Denver as on that shipped 
from New York to San Francisco. It is 
also charged that the railroads charge as 
much for transporting Colorado goods to 
the Pacific Coast as for similar goods con- 
signed from the far Bast, thereby deprivy- 
ing Colerado manufacturers of cheap raw 
materials and placing them in direct com- 
petition with New York prices.

TAMPA (Fla.,) April 21.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) I came here today from Havana 
with Benjamin Guerra, the national treas- 
urer of the Cuban revolutionists. Gen. 
Guerra’s mission to the United States is of 
the highest importance to the waning 
cause of Cuba. He is here to organize 
and equip American soldiers for the rebel 
army to land on the northern coast of 
Cuba about May 10. There are now sup- 
posed to be within the neighborhood of 
Tampa and Key West at least 2000 men 
ready to join the Cuban insurgents as 
soon as a safe tanding can be made. The 
Spanish authorities expect these fili- 
bustering expeditions to be watched and 
impeded by American cruisers, but unless 
some very prompt action is taken by the 
United States government the adventurers 
from this country will be beyond the reach 
of gunboats. The only American cruiser 
now in this vicinity is the Morrill, re- 
‘cently arrived from Charleston, and the 
rebel sympathizers expect to escape her 
vigilance. 

Speaking of the hopes of the revolution- 
ists, Treasurer Guerra said to me today: 
“The cause of Cuban liberty isnot yet 
lost. “Our efforts are now directed toward 
sécuring recruits from the United States. 
No more important fighting will take place 
before May 10 and by that time the in-

He has been in 
hiding in Puerto Principe for several 
days, preparing to leave for the United 
States. While in this country Marti will 
personally direct the movements of re- 
inforcements. But Fis chief purpose in 
coming to the United States is even” more 
significant. 

Gen. Guerra, the national treasurer of 
the revolutionists, told me-today that be 
had received an offictal letter from Marti 
confirming the reportr of the establish- 
ment of the provisional government and 
saying that he (Marti) would ask at once 
for recognition from the United tes.

GATLING GUNS AND “SICH.”

FORT WORTH. 


The Storm Crushes in the Roof of 
the Tabernacle and Many of the 
Congregation are Buried 
in the Debris.

Texas has needed rain, so the great evan- 
gelist, Dwight Moody, called upon his 
audience of 8000 Christians to pray for the 
floodgates to be opened. This was at 3 
p.m. today. Tonight when the Tabernacle 
was crowded by 10,000 people, Moody an- 
nounced word ha¢@ come from_ several 
points that rain had fallen. A few min- 
utes later the storm burst on Fort Worth 
and torrents of rain fell. 

Then Moody gave thanks to God and 
called upon the congregation to join in 
singing “Coronation” and “All hail the 
power of Jesus’s name, let angels pros- 
trate fall.” The song had surged forth 
from 10,000 voices when a cracking noise 
was heard and then the rook sank and the 
rafters gave way and the heavy timbers 
and boards covered with tar and gravel 
came down on a portion of the congrega- 
tion. There was a panic. Scores upon 
scores of women fainted, some men lost 
their heads and piled pell mell over them. 

Mr. Moody grasped the situation and, 
moving to the middie of the platform, 
lifted both hands to heaven, moving his 
arms slowly to and fro. His attitude and’ 
coolness stopped the panic and men began 
to go to work to rescue those in danger. 
A drenching rain was falling, but they 
worked hard and the wounded were soon 
taken ‘out and carried to homes or to 
houses near by.

POINTS FOR THE SUPREME- 


COURT’S CONSIDERATION. 


The Case of Henry Hilton, Which 
Was Appealed to the Paris Tri- 
bunal—Enormous Interests 
Involved.

WASHINGTON, ‘April 21.—It is generally 
believed that the United States Supreme 
Court will, before the adjourmment of the 
present term, render a decision in the case 
involving the validity of foreign judgments 
in courte of this country. Barring thé 
question of a rehearing in the income-tax 
cases, this is probably the most important 
matter now before the court, and the fact 
that notwithstanding the cases were ar- 
gued during the terms of 1893-94, and still 
aré under consideration, it would appear 
to indicate that the members of the court 
have encountered @ifficulty in dealing with 
them. 
There are two of these cases, but the 
points involved are so much alike that a 
decision in one ‘will, in all probability, be 
equal to a decision im the other. The first 
case Is that of Samuel G. Ritchie vs. James 
W. McMullin, and it is am appeal from 
the decision of the United States Circuit 
Court of the Northern District of Ohio, 
affirming the judgment of a Canadian 
court im McMullin’s behalf against Ritchie. 
The second is that of Herry Hilton et al., 
vs. Gustave B. Guyot from the United States 
Circuit Court for the Southern District of 
New York, affirming a decision against 
Hilton & Libbey, successors to A. T. Stew- 
art & Co., for the sum of $280,852.. In the 
latter case, Giiyot appears as the official 
liquidator of the affairs of the firm of 
Charles Fortin & Co., glove manufacturers 
of ris. It appears that im 1866 Stewart 
& Co. efitered into an agreement. with 
Fortin & Co. to sell in this country all the 
ivide the profits equally.

It is said judg- 
ments to the amount of $16,000,000 have 
been rendered in the Canadian courts alone 
against American citizens, the validity of 
which depend upon the decisions in these 
cases, 

The lawyers agree that there is 
scarcely any doctrine of law which, so far 
as regards formal and exact statement, is 
in a more uncertain cohdition than that 
relating to the force and effect of the 
judgments of the courts rendered in one 
nation by the courts of another. Many 
decisions have been rendered in England, 
but they appear to have left the question 
in an involved and confused condition. 
Messrs. Carter and Root laid down the 
proposition in their argument on the Hil- 
ton case that the question of the conclu- 
siveness of a foreign judgment depends 
upon the circumstances undet which it 
was rendered, and where it was not so 
comlusive as to preclude inquiry into the 
original merits of the controversy when 
the state is under its ordinary obligation 
to the party demanding the inquiry, to give 
him at least one full amd fair opportunity 
of having his cause adjudicated upon its 
original merits, This opportunity, they 
claim, was denied them in this case. 

It is understood a decision has. been 
reached by the court im the case, but it is 
not known whether the opinion of the 
court has been prepared, or when it will 
be handed down.

Joaquin Miller Abandons a 
Young Woman. 


The Poet, However, Denies That He 
ig the Father of Her Un- 
born Infant. 


He Makes Some Side Remarks on 
Dole, Ashford and Poi, Which 
Disclose His One-sided 

Frame of Mind.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 21. — (Special 
Dispatch.) The Chronicle’s Honolulu cor- 
respondent says that when Joaquin Miller, 
the “poet of the Gierras,”’ suddenly left 
Honolulu about a month ago, he abandoned 
@ young woman who will soon be a mother. 
Her name is Araba Miller Olliver. She was 
introduced by Miller as his daughter, and 
she and the poet hired a cottage and lived 
together im the simple patriarchal plan of 
the South Seas. No one suspected the real 
relations of the couple until the woman, 
who was found to be destitute after Mil- 
ler’s departure, appealed to the authorities 
for aid. She confessed that Miller was 
the father of her unborn child, and that 
he had deserted her. The ‘case _ excited 
much comment in Honolulu, as Miller had 
written letters bitterly denouncing the mis- 
sionaries and declaring that Queen Lil was 
the only “genuine Christian” he had met 
on the islands. He also wrote much 
maudlin gush over the sad fate of the po- 
litical prisoners. 

Today your correspondent - interviewed 
Joaquin Miller at his home back of Oak- 
land. The poet was entertaining some fe- 
male admirers, and the correspondent did 
not question him until the women left. 
Miller admitted that he abandoned 
woman, but denied that he was the father 
of her child. He said that she was a hailf- 
Mexican girl who had beeh brought to his 
attention by Prof. Sill of the State. Uni- 
versity because she wrote good verses. She 
told ‘Miller that she had married a sailor, 


she wanted to go to Honolulu in search 


of her missing mariner, so he helped her 
to go to Hawaii, and she left one steamer 
before him. (Miller continued: 

- “When I reached Honolulu I found Araba 
installed in a pleasant cottage with pigs 
and things that seemed very homelike, so 
[ took lodgings and board with her, and 
we lived very pleasantly until my letters 
came back in the ’Frisco papers. I had 
originally gone over to. Hawali to write 
up the islands for the New York Independ- 
ent, which naturally sides with the mis- 
sionary element, but my gorge rose so over 
their cruél and arbitrary acts that I threw 
up this commission and told the truth. 
My plain statements angered the Dole gov- 
ernment so greatly that warning came to 
me to get out before the authorities placed 


‘me in jail, from which poor Volney Ash- 


ford has just been released when it is 
found that he is dying. As I was in poor 
health. and could not stand pol, on which 
the prisoners were fed, I slipped out when 
the steamer came. All I took with mie was 
a collection of my poems which I was re-

GROVER’S LETTER VIEWED 


GOV. MATTHEWS. 


A Clear-cut Definition of What the 
President Considers "Sound 
Money”? is What the Peo- 
ple Expected.

DPNVER,: April 21.—A. special to the 
Nows from Indianapolis says that Gov. 
Matthews today gavé out the following ex- 
pression On the silver question: 

“Of course I read the letter of the Presi- 
dent to the Chicago business men, and it 
was to me a disappointment, and I be- 
eve it has been to the people generally of 
this State. It was not up to the expecta- 
tion created by the nofices in advance of 
its coming, and the well-known clearness 
with which the President usually ex- 
presses himself. He generalizes—the peo- 
ple wanted and expected him to particuar- 
ize. It is easy to speak in general terms 
of ‘sound money,’ but it would have been 
better to hit a sound definition of this 
term. It is to be gold or silver mono- 
metallien, or , wpon an equal foot- 
ing, and representing a true and honest 
double standard of value. 

“Mr. Cleveland may not intend it, but 
the general construction placed upon his 
recent letter, rdinforced by past utterances 
and his public policy, will be that he is 
strongly inclined to the single gold stand- 
ard. The people are beginning to look 
with mo ¥ttle doubt and some alarm upon 
the continued use of the term ‘sound 
money,’ ‘silver mine-cwenrs,’ and of the 


problem. 
“No happier or more patriotic step could 
be taken toward the settling of this ques- 
tion than a strong, emphatic and positive 
announcement by our government through 
the powers that be that ft would never be 
a party to, nor give its consent to have 
silver stricken from the money of the 
world, destroying one of its products and 
a great source. of wealth. If England 
blocks the way, leave her out, and enter 
into an with the other govern- 
ments. If all fail, then let the United 
States adopt that policy which would be 
just to ali her people. To balking . in- 
terests there is but little doubt but that 
the ‘sound-money’ Phrase means the gold 
aione, but this imterest com- 
prises but & small part of our citizens. 
‘All sections and all interests .are 
equally interested in the prosperity of 
their country and should be recognized in 
the shaping of national policies. It has 
been demonstrated 
the business of the country cannot 
conducted upon the single standard, be 
that either gold or silver. To do this 
would be unjust, perilous and destructive. 
We need the double standard of value, an 
honest and sincere bimetallism, gold and 
silver equal and interchangeable value. To 
talk bimetallism and all the time adopting 
a policy that further puts the equal value in 
the dim future, as many do, is not acting in 
good faith. To say that we must have 
parity between gold and silver and by ou 
acts, our policy toward ourselves as a 
people and in a faint-hearted dealing with 
other nations, constantly creating a 
greater disparity is neither just, sincere 
r honest.

In answer to the question as whether the 
United States should establish its finan- 
cial policy in conformity with the finan- 
clal policies of other commercial countries, 
Senator Harris said: ‘‘While I would be 
glad to have an international eement 
to utilize all the gold and all silver 
of the world at an agreed ratio, I am ready 
to establish a financial system for the 
United States which does recognize both 
metais amd makes them legal tenders for 
all purposes and admits them to the same 
rights in coinage. Up to 1873 gold and 
silver held their respective places as the 
money metals of the world, but in 1873 the 
capitalists’ influence not only of the United 
States, but of the commercial world, de- 
cided to double the purchasing power of 
their capital by demonetization of one or 
two of the metals, no matter which, so 
that demonetizing either one the volume 
or amount of money would bd reduced 
one-half, which would double thé purchas- 
ing power of every remaining dollar. 

“Capital has leisure; capital has influ- 
ence; capital has power, but unfortunately 
capital has no con ce. Capital had sil- 
ver Gemonetized when 412% grains of 
standard .silver dollar was worth on the 
markets of the world 3 cents more than 
a gold dollar, and capital and its cohorts 
are now rampant in urging the adoption 
of the gold standard and reducing every 
thing to that gold standard.” 

JAPAN’S FORETHOUGHT. 

NEW YORK, April 21.—F. G. Newlands, 
member of Congress from Nevada, is in 
the city. He told the story to a reporter 
of a former effort to force Japan to adopt 


the gold standard: 

“It was during the time that James G. 
Blaine was Secretary of State. I re- 
ceived a letter from the State Department 
introducing me to a number of Japanese, 
comprising a cofnmission who were in this 
country to investigate our money system. 
They told me that an agent from England 
had been trying to get their government to 
demonetize silver. They talked with Sen- 
ators Stewart, Jones, Teller, Sherman and 
others. They were warned not to think of 
allowing silver to be discarded as a money 
metal. The result of their investigation 
is that today Japan is the great.power of 
the Orient.’ 

“What would have been the result if 


‘Japan had done as England wished?’’ 


“When this question of war with China 
arose Japan could not have carried on the 
war had she been upon a gold basis with- 
out first consulting gland. A gold loan 
would have resulted and England would 
have had Japan by the throat, even as she 
has us today.”

Uncertain Oonditions; with Prices

A SICKENING SHOW. 


MEN RECOVERED. 


Two of Them Found in Utah Lake 
Tied Down with Ropes—The 
Stepfather of One of Them 
Suspected.

GALT LAKE (Utah.,) April 21.—The 
mystery surrounding the 
three young men who lived in the vicinity 
of Utah Lake, mear Le high, Utah., is 
gradually. being cleared up. 

Albert Hayes, Andrew Johnson and Al- 
fred Neilson had been living at Pelican 
Point for some'time, but were ejected about 
two months ago on a suit brought by 
Oliver A. Slade. The men were missed 
geome time ago, and on Monday the body 
of Hayes was found near the lake shore. 
Death had been caused by two gunshot 
wounds. Lalte yesterday afternoon the 
bodies of Johnson and Neilson were found. 
The bodies were found in the lake in a 
wagon, and were tied down with ropes. 
The bodies presented a sickening appear- 
ance. The murders probably occurred in 
February. The murdered men were all 
cousins, and were running a stock ranch, 
The theory is that the men were murdered 
jn their cabin during the night and thrown 
into the lake, as the bodies were partly 
undressed when found. The gunghot 
wounds appear to have been made with 
a 44-caliber rifle. 3 

Suspicion, it ts said, points to H. Hayes, 
the stepfather of one of the murdered men, 
and a son of his, who is missing. Olther 
theories are advanced, but have no mo- 
tive to support them. The country sur- 
rounding the ranch is wild and broken, and 
has been the scene of many tragedies be- 
tween the Indians and early settlers. 

The Coroner’s jury examined the bodies 
today, and will continue the investigation 
at Lehigh tomorrow. The excitement runs 
high, especially among ranchmen in the 
vicin‘ty of the murders. Some develop- 
ments are expected tomorrow.

Somewhat. 


The Shipments of Inspected Pork fot 
March Larger Than in 
Previous Months. 


Market Should be Strong, but 
Prices are Higher Than is 
Sustified.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—Secretary 
Morton was today shown the charge in 
the Washington dispatch to the New York 
Tridune of Friday that he had eaid, con- 
cerning the statistics of pork exported to 
Germany, and his figures do not corre- 
spond to the official figures of the Bureau 
of Statistics, and show a niuch greater 
aggregate than is given by that bureau. 
Secretary Morton eaid that the figures of 
the Department of Agriculture are just 
as acourate as the Bureau of Statistics, and 
that concerning exports of pork to coun- 
tries requiring certificates of inspection, the 
inspectors of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try have an opportunity to obtain the ex- 
act figures, which is not shared by any 
other department of the government. Every 
package of pork which goes to Germany 
or France must be by an inepec- 
tor of the Bureau of Animal Industry, who 
takes its exact weight, and every 
ment of pork to those countries must 
accompanied by a certificate issued by an 
inspector, showing that the meats have 
been properly inspected, and giving the 
stamp number of every package. The in- 
Spector reports all the certificates issued, 
with the number of packages, weight and 
destination and the consignees. 

“I do not pretend to know,” he added, 
“haw the figures of the Bureau of Statis- 
tices are made up, but, as some of the 
inspected oad is shipped to Germany by 
way of Holland, Belgium and other coun- 
tries, it is possible that the discrepancy 
arises from this pork being credited to 
those countries, instead of the country 
of ultimate destination. The Department 
of Agriculture; not only, has a complete 
list of shipments, showing the shipper in 
this country and the consignee, covering 
the entire amount of pork referred to in 
the statistics given out, but it now ap- 
pears that the exports for March have 
been larger than for any previous month.

ANGRY CATTLEMEN. 

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) April 21.—A spe-

Work on the Reform School 
at Flagstaff.

PHOPNIX, April 19—(Special Correspond- 
ence.) Gov. Hughes and Hon. M. H. Mc- 
Cord of the new Board of Control, returned 
last night from Flagstaff, where the new 
reform-school building was turned over 
by the Trustees to the Board of Control. 
The stonework of the first floor is com- 
plete, and was accepted. The ‘uilding 
will be three stories in height, all of stone. 
The stonework will cost about $14,000. The 
work will atl be done by con- 
tract, doing away with the necessity 
for a superintendent in constant at- 
tendance. The contracts for the wood- 
work will be let later. The expecta- 
tion is that the building ‘will be com- 
pleted about January or February next. 
The grounds, of 140 acres, include about 
forty acres that may ‘be farmed, without ir- 
rigation. The school will probably be 
opened with about twenty-five fractious 
boys and girls. It is now thought, from 
the present outlook, that the institution 
may be made self-sustaining from the 
-Girst. Mr. Reardon of Flagstaff, who has 
r large box factory, has signified his will- 
ingness to employ the boys and girls part 
of each day in his factory. This would be 
an important saving.

BREWERY PLANT. 


Phoenix has the requisites for a success- 
ful ‘brewery, having a large consumption 
and market for beer, and cheap and abun- 
dant barley: A brewery enterprise is now 
under way for here. The* promoter is 
Charles W. Robinson of Peoria, Ill., here 
for his health. He has been corresponding 
with DlMnois capitalists, with the result 
that he has interested Clark, Roosa & 
Graham of Bloomington, Ill., manufactur- 
ers of brewers’ and distillers’ supplies. A 
party, headed by F. M. Roosa, will leave 
Chicago, April 22, arriving here about a 
week ‘hence. The Chamber Commerce 
has offered to give the project substantial 
encouragement, and a real estate firm is 
said to have offered to donaite the ground. 
The enterprise, if carried out, means a 
brewery,a packing-house and cold-storage 
plant, also stockyards, a machinery plant, 
a stock and grain market and ameloneent 
for numerous men.

BOLD 


Tried to Hold Up the Cable 
| Road’s Cashier. 
} 
With an Aimed Revolver He De- 
manded a Bag Fyll of 


Money. 

The Robber’s Nerve Deserted Him at 
a Critical Moment and He Fled 
Without the Cash—Left 
No Clew. 


A bold robbery was attempted last night 
at the power house of the cable road at 
Seventh street and Grand avenue. The 
would-be robber, however, lost his nerve 
and the cashier of the street-railway com- 
pany displayed such good presence of 
mind that the intended robbery came to 
naught. 

About 11:15 p.m. George Williams, the 


' cashier, was busy counting up the day's 


receipts, which amounted to $500 or $600. 
Hearing some one approach thé little 
grated window of the office through which 
the conductors turn over the fares col- 
lected by them, he glanced over his shoul- 
der and was surprised to see a masked 
man. At first. he thought.it was one of 
the employees trying to play a joke on 
him. Coming so close after the carnival 
a mask was not a thing to inspire terror 
of itself, but when the disguised individual 
pointed a cocked revolver through the 
grating with one hand and shoved in an 
empty shotbag with the other, which he 
ordered the cashier to fill. with money and 
“fill it d—d quick,”’ he realized that it was 
not a practical joker he had to deal with. 

The er, however, was equal to the 
emergency. While pretending to take the 
sack to fill it with coin for the robber, he 
laid his hand on his own revolver, which 
he kept concealed under his desk, and, be- 
fore the thief reajized it, 
down the muzzle. Then the firing should 
have begun on both sides, but the nimble 
rdébber got scared and ran away at top 


Policeman Martin, who was on duty in 
the vicinity, appeared on the scene just 
too late to see the robber’s form disappear 
in the darkness. Detective Goodman was 
sent for, but the only clew to the high- 
— to be found was the empty shot- 

The attempted robbery is thought to have 
been the work of a novice, as an expe- 
rienced robber would not have allowed 
himself to be scared off when he had 
the drop on the cashier.

A MYSTERIOUS FIRE. 


THE DEPOT DRUG STORE AND 
OTHER BUILDINGS BURNED. 


A San Fernando-street Blaze. That 
Started in a Little Back Room. 
Two Stores Burned and 
Others Scorched. 


Fire about 10:30 o’clock laa&t night de- 
stroyed the old Depot drugstore on San 
Fernando stieet near Sotello, opposite the 
river station of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road. This was the store owned by ex- 
School Director W. H. Buhler at the time 
he got into the trouble which resulted in 
his getting a 500-days’ sentence in the 
City Jail. 

The blaze begcn in the same little back 
room where Buhler kept Georgie Mc- 
Curdy, the girl that caused his downfall. 
When Buhler went to jail he sold his 
stock of goods to Ed Colberson, who con- 
tinued the business. 

Policeman Vignes, who was patrolling 
San Fernando street last night, noticed 
smoke coming from the back of the drug- 
store about 10:30 p.m. Going to the back 
of the building he heard the crackling of 
flames. He rang the nearest alarm, then 
broke in the back door and found the 
whole rear room in flames. 

Although two fire engines responded 
promptly the flames spread so rapidly 
that the drugstore was a total loss before 
water could be gotten on the fire. A few 
show-cases were carried out, but they and 
the contents were ruined. 

The fire spread to Simmons’s 
meat market adjoining the drugatore and 
this was also completely gutted. 

The shoe store of George Seekatz was 
damaged by water, the stock being prac- 
tically ruined. 

The cigar store of Harry B. Moore was 
damaged by the breaking of glass. 

Only the timely work of the fire de- 
partment prevented the destruction of an 
entire block of frame buildings. 

Mr. Colberson, the heaviest loser, re- 
fused to state his loss when requested, 
but jt does probably not exceed $1000. It 
is: understood to have been fully insured. 
The total loss is about $2000. 

Nothing is known about the origin of 
the fire -beyond the fact that it started in 
the back room of the drugstore. Detec-

Matters Municipal to be Presented 
to That Body Today. 

Fiesta events have interfered more or 
less with municipal as well as other busi- 
ness during the past week, and for that 
reason it is probable the City Council 
will not act on as many matters as usual 
today.

GREENVILLE, ALA. 


The Murder of a Popular Young 
White Man Incenses the Popu-

MONTGOMERY (Ala.,) April 2L.—A gen- 
tleman who arrived at 9 o'clock tonight 
from Greenville, Ala., forty miles south of 
here, reported that five negroes were 
lynched there last night. Juet before his 
train left Greenville tonight the sheriff! of 
the county came into town and teported 
that in passing Buckalow Plantation, three 
miles from town, he haa found five ne 
grees, three men and two women, hanging 
by their necks to some trees, their bodies 
cold, and they evidently had been dead 
some hours. 

Last night news reached Greenville of 
the brutal murder near Butler. in that 
county, of Watts Murphy, a popular young 
white man, by the negroes. Murphy was 
a prominent farmer, being a of 
the late Gov. Watts of this city. After 
murdering him the negroes pmced his body 
in a brush-beap and burned &. Three ne- 
groes were arrested today, and one of them 


confessed the crime, impticating two other — 


negro men and two women.

THE CHURCHES. 


An Eloquent Sermon on the 
Subject of Peace. 


The Lesson of Charity to All is 
Clearly and Beautifully 
Explained. 


How Man May be Cleansed from 
All That is Vile—Abstracts of 
Sermons at thé Various 
Churches. 


The Bast Los Angeles Baptist Church 
was well filled yesterday morning with an 
intelligemt audience anxious to hear Rev. 
W. G. Hubbard, president of the Peace 
Association of the Society of Friends. 
Mr. Hubbard founded his remarks upon 
two texts, viz.: “Put up thy sword” and 
“Love your enemies.” He said in brief: 
“All difficulties between nations and indi- 
viduals should be settled by arbitration. 
Swords, pistols, knives and cannon were 
weapons of savages. Base lusts and pas- 
sions were Overcome as reason and high, 
moral sense took sway in the human soul. 
Cutting open men’s heads and shooting 
men in the most expeditious manmer could 
never be reconciled with the high moral 
teachings of Christ. Bf, as Carlyle said: 
“War was the play of blockheads,’ and as 
Napoleon said, ‘War was the work of bar- 
Darians,’ and as John Wesley said, ‘War 
was the work of hell,” we are blockheads, 
barbarians amd children of the devil to per- 
mit it to go on. Thomas Jefferson said 
that ‘A nation with a gréat army is ten 
times as liable to be involved in war as 
one without.” Armies invite difficulties, 
and pavies are a menace to peace. Buro- 
pean armies today cause men to leave 
business in the hands of ‘women, and 
women are correspondingly degraded. 
Brute force vitiates taste, and armed 
nations promote the brutal instincts of 
human beings. The five great armed pow- 
ers of Europe with their great standing 
armies have had 127 wars within a cen- 
tury, while the United States has had but 
five. The seal-fishery question was settled 
by arbitration and not by hatred and 
mangled bodies. All great international 
digputes may be settled in the same peace- 
We paid dearly for the lux- 
ury of blood ip the late rebellion. With 
our war-vessels which the government is 
building so rapidly we are preparing for 
heavy taxation,.if not a great and bloody 
war in the near future. 

“Men say that ‘the peace measures of 
Christ are impracticable.’ The. teachings 

Jesus are never impracticable. When 
He told Peter to put up the sword He 
knew that his kingdom would flourish bet- 
ter without than with it. Who dares to 
question the wisdom Christ? ; 

“The church is making a serious blun- 
der in training the young to fight and ip 
placing in their hands the sword and the 
bayonet. If Wesley was right when he 
said, ‘War was the work of hell,’ many 
churches are. thoughtlessly preparing to 
carry on this hellish work. Colleges are 
training in this particular contrary to the 
teachings of Christ. Better inculcate the 
teachings of the sermon on the moumt. in 
preference to the awful tactics of war. 
Discipline and gracefulness of. the body 
can afford to suffer a little if the heart 
is improved instead. Let us move nearer 


The address, one hour long, was listened 
to with rapt attention, and at the close 
many crowded to the foot of the platform 
to shake hands with the earnest and elo- 
quent gentleman.

It seems gracious that 
there is not just one way of approaching 
Him, for as men are different according 
to their condition, seo if they should ail 
have laid on them just the same require- 
ments, many must be cast out. How many 
whom we would Copeman from our stand- 
point are like the broken reed, broken by 
hardship and suffering; how comforting, 
then, are these words that the broken reed 
He will not break until He sendeth forth 
judgment in mercy. How comforting these 
words to the many who so need this mercy 
of God and His great love and Ilfis: will-

How differently God Himself dealt 
men. When the philosopher 
ca to Him in the night He care- 


fully taught him of salvation, so that the 
man was conyinced. When He was among 
the mothers and the children, and the dis- 
ciples rebukes them, He hiys His hands on 
their heads and blesses them. When He 
meets the publican, He comes in ind dines 
with him and approves his uprigntness, 
and teaches him what is needful for his 
salvation. The sinful woman comes to 
Him and pours out her grief to Flim; he 
does not tell her the things He needed to 
tell the others, but simply tells her His 
great love, and commands that she sin no 
more. We, ‘as Methcdists, love and 
appreciate the altar, and other churches 
love the ceremonies in which they believe, 
but what matter in what way the poor sin- 
her enters, so he efiters. God says, ‘Be- 
hold, I set before you an open door, and no 
man may shut it.’. The diseased men that 
Jesus healed were not healed in.the same 
way, nor in the same length of time He 
used different means to accomplish the 
healing. We are so glad that God knows 
our conditions, and that He only expecis 
from us what we can do, and not what an- 
other can do.” :

Projecting his later 
thought ever forward, the author of the 
epistle to the Hebrews in joyful words 
declares, ‘There remaineth therefore a rest 
to the people of God,’.and, still more joy- 
fully the refrain is echoed back from the 
Apocalypse, ‘They do rest from their la- 
bors, and their works do follow them.’ 
“The earth is not tired; though it has 
known all the tumults and tossings of 
winds and waves and roaring tempests, it 
wearies not. The myriad silent forces of 
nature are not tired, after years of cease- 
less work, perfecting sounds, ripening 
grains, painting leaf and flower, curtaining 
the night, morning. God is 
‘Hast - —not—_known, 


thou pot heard that the everlasting God, 
the Creator of the ends of the earth, 
fainteth rot, neither is weary?’ Yet all 
things spring into being and are kept by 
His all-pervading energy. But man is 
weary—the thought runs through all our 
poetry, through afl our prose. The great- 
est achievements of civilization have not 
sprung from imperial necessity, but from 
vigor; from energy seeking outward form; 
hence our mightiest songs, our deepest 
thinkings, our grandest creations in archi- 
tecture. “All things are full of labor; we 
use nothing, we handle nothing that are 
not embodiments of toil, and the workers 
are tired. 

“First, physical weariness marks the en- 
tire world. We are continually going be- 


yond the bounds of necessities until there

“Second, brain weariness makes this a 
tired world. There 
shaling of the mental energies to the goal 
of magnificent achievements, but the most 
healthful worker finds weariness even in 
the exuberance of joy with which he greets 
his own creations. Manual labor has not 
the weight to carry that burdens the man 
of business, a Gladstone. at the helm of 
state, or an honest lawmaker in Senate or 
Parliament, and you, Sir Hodcarrfer, with 
all the honor due your labor, cafry not to 
your pillow the weight of thought and 
anxious care that the physician bears from 
You rest—he 
thinks—and sleepless hours bring no re- 
freshment to brain-weariness. 

“Third, heart-weariness makes the 
worm tired. Bach of you, except those 
very young, know what thie means; some 
of you know it to ifs depths. Who has 
not been made heart-weary by the talk 
one hears upon the streets; by lives 
squandered, with such infinite capacities 
for noble words and fidble deeds? We 
cannot help all the wretched;'what we can- 
not help tires us, even while we strive to 
brimg faith and hope.to chilled hearts and 
fainting eouls. Even in the glories of the 
Easter morn, the minor tones of life 
strike shudderingly upon the ear. 

“Right seems ever on the scaffold, 
And wrong wpon the throne.’ 

“A little wromg from his fellow-man 
seems to make the sufferer forsake his 
God, and we cry out: ‘When will the end 
came? iAh! this is a tired world!’ 

“But is there not a brighter side to this 
@ark picture?’ Yes, in the text. It is a 
prophecy of hope, and its thought rings 
out .in songs of triumph from many a 
weary one as it recognizes these truths: 

“\First—We are not in our best and final 
state. Oh, if this were all! but it is not. 
The highest thought, the grandest work, 
all that we see or hear, or touch is in- 
complete, mot perfected. We are not -here 
-by mistake. We are in a world of such 
lofty otcupations, such magnificent possi- 
bilities, such marvelous experiences, that 
they will leave none of our answers un- 
tested, nor fail to give us a comprehension 
of God, and yet it is not complete; there 
is something yet lacking. 

“Second—God did mot mean this world 
to be the best for us: The materialist has 
ever sneered. ‘God tried to make this 
world @ paradise, but was not able; if 
able, he failed;’ and on this they have 
built up their most powerful attacks upon 
the truths of His existence. To such we 
answer, this is not our rest. God did not 
intend it to tbe complete, but the end for 
which it is made is complete. This world 
is not a parlor, but a workshop in which 
a human soul may expand and made fit 
for a higher destiny. As such it is a 
success. Thank God that He projected us 
on such a scale that we cannot be satisfied. 
Enough for the moment, but God has 
made us infinitely larger than our present 
limitations. 

“Third—It is God who has put a chill 
into our atmosphere; a weariness into our 
experiences, a hunger and a homesickness 
into our longing, sore hearts. Thank God 
for the unrest, the ministries of sorrow, of 
disappointment, of pain, that make us look 
age to rest that remain- 

an ope and joy that 
shines in the face of Jesus Christ. 

The last great wo of Gustave Dore 
which hangs in a gallery in London, por- 
trays, upon an immense canvas, the figures 
of those, who, wearied with sorrow, with 
pain, with blasted hopes, wanden in this 
Vale of Tears." The Central figure of al! 
is the Christ, and from His benignant 
brow, His ‘uplifted ham, His eye of divine 
compassion, ope feels the unspoken 
thought, ‘Come unto Me, all ye that are 
weary, and heavy-laden, and I will give 


you rest.’

HOSPITAL PATIENTS. 


SOME INTERESTING SUBJECTS 
ON BEDS OF PAIN. 


A Victim of a Lightning Stroke—A 
Retired Circus Performer and a 
. Bcout Who Fought Old. 
. Geronimo. 


A hospital is not the most interesting 
Place in the world for one who, by reason 
of sickness or accident, is compelled to 
remain in it, but for the visitor there 
are to be obtained numérous stories of not 
a little interest. 


At the County Hoepital may be found 
numerous patients whose experiences have 
been as varied as the uttermost’ parts of 
the earth could afford. ' 

Among these victims of circumstances i¢ 
Alexander Galt, who some years ago suf- 
fered from a stroke of lightning in Mis- 
sourl. He was sitting in his store in a 
emall town, not far from Kaneas City, one 
day, when suddenly he felt a not unpleas- 
ant sensatfon in his right arm and leg. 
It felt something like when one’s foot 
“asleep.”"’ The same bolt of lightning 
which thus affected him set fire to hie 
store, and he was saved only by the efforts 
of some of the neighbors. Since then he 
has been nearly helpless. 

Pauline Du Bois js another patient who 
finds life in the hoepital at best monot- 
onous. Less than two years ago she was 
employed in a circus, and her. feats of 
etrength were such as to be admired by 
many. Besides performances of that sort, 
ehe drove one of the teams in the ¢hariot 
races. One day there was something 
wrong with the reins, so that there was 
mot attached to them a loop or ring by

SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


Feeding the Multitude— Fire Dis- 
tricts—Other Local Notes. 
‘SOLDIBRS’ HOME, April 21.—(Special 
Correspondence.) A very interesting fea- 
ture of the home to visitors, but one 
which, for good and sufficient reasons is 
denied ‘them in general, is the dining- 
room at meal:time. In round numbers 
1000 men are served with three meals each 
day in the great dining hall, and to ac- 
complish this part of home life, and ac- 
complish it in a prompt and sanitary man- 
ner, is one of those resufts of discipline 
and good management which are the es- 
sential qualities for attaining large re- 
sults, here as elsewhere. The surprising 
thing about it, however, is the brief time 
actually occupied in passing the regiment 
into the hall, feeding them heartily, and 

closing the doors after them. 

To begin with the dining hall contains 
thirty-nine tables with a seating capacity 
of fourteen men each, so that but half the 
members can eat atatime. To each table 
one man is detailéd as waiter. The other 
hall attaches, durifg the meal hour, are 
four sweepers, four moppers, two knife 
and fork men and one car man. With 
this equipment note the result of the noon 
hour today, which is but a repetition of 
what occurs three times daily from Janu- 


another, it is to eat deliberately. There 
are no restrictions placed upon any one 
in re At exactly 12 o’clock-the 
doors swung inwards, and alost immedi- 
ately more than 500 men were in their 
places. At 12:07 they began to leave the 
tables and file out of the hall. At 12:14 
there was just one man finishing the last 
of his tea, and a minute later the’ doors 
were shut and the work of resetting the 
tables was begun. Every dish, knife and 
fork on the tables was either washed or 
removed, the tables were carefully brushed, 
clean dishes were put in place, the tea 
was poured, the edibles were on the board, 
and at exactly 12:24 the doors re-opened 


and the second installment of members 


gathered to their midday meal. As before, 
the early men began to leave the tables 
within seven minutes, and at 12:39 the 
last man was gone. Immediately the 
waiters began ‘the work of removal. At 
12:45 there was not a dish on any table. 
In five minutes more each table had been 
thoroughly scrubbed with soap and water. 
At 12:50 only the salt dishes, bowls, cruets 
and mustard cups were in sight, having 
been restored to the center of the tables, 
and the sweepers and moppers were busy. 


Each waiter had carefully folded his apron 


and laid off his cap, and not one was to be 
seen. At 1 o’clock the last mop was 
wrung out, and so, in exactly. one hour 
from the opening of the doors, a thousand 
men had dined in two shifts, and the room 
was in apple-pie order and as scrupulously 
clean as if it had been unused. 

The menu for dinner today was fresh 
pork, mashed potatoes, bread, tea and pie. 
When the first shift is seated one-half the 
waiters sit down to eat, and each man 
tends two tables. At the second shift 
the others take turn, so that waiter# and 
all are fed when the meal is done. The 
oversight of the dining-room”’ is in the 
efficient hands of Sergt. Bailey and Corp. 
Doan, and most of the waiters are those 
who remain week after week, being paid 
by those who prefer the sacrifice of $1.50 
to filling their detail when in the regular 
order of things they are cast for the duty.

The young man was kicked Saturday 
just. at the noon four and, as there was 
no physician within easy reach of the 
mines, his friends proceeded at once to 
bring him ‘home, expecting, however, that 
he would probably die on the road. 

The mines are very isolated and trains 
on the local railroad from Vanderbilt 
down to tthe mines run only every three or 
four days, so that when the accident hap- 
pened it seemed almost impossible to get 
the young man where he could receive 
proper attention. But a big-hearted 
miner solved the problem by volunteering 
to cross over the mountains thirteen miles 
on foot and notifying the trainmen to come 
at once to the mines. This was done and 
at 5 o’elock that evening the train had 
arrived for the one lone passenger and his 
attendants, who brought him here to this 
city today. Medical assistance was in 
waiting wpon the arrival of the train and 
an examination was made of the wounds 
as soon as the unfortunate fellow was 
taken to his home. A gaping wound on 
the forehead and a crushed skull laid 
bare the brain, while a broken nose and 
bruised and colored cheeks disfigured the 
young man go that he was barely recog- 
nizable by his parents and friends. 

An operation was pérfofmed by which 
a large portion of the frontal bone was 
removed and at a late hour this afternoon 
the patient is resting easily, the physicians 
having some hopes of his recovery.
